court  may  report  the  same  to  the  C(»unty  commis- 
sioners, who  shall  immediately  suspend  said  auditor, 
and  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  perform  the 
duties  of  auditor,  until  such  auditor  is  restored  to  the 
possession  of  his  office,  or  his  successor  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  who,  upon  giving  bond  and  taking  the

appoint  in  writing,  under  the  seal  of  said  court,  two 
competent  and  trustworthy  accountants  of  opposite 
politics,  neither  of  whom  shall  have  held  the  office 
of  treasurer,  nor  been  a  clerk  in  any  county  office 
during  the  two  years  next  preceding  such  appoint- 
ment ;  provided,  that  persons  who  have  served  as  ex- 
aminers under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shallnot 
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again  be  appointed,  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years,  who,  after    being    sworn   to   faithfallv  per- 
form the  duties  imposed  upon  them,  shall  forthwith, 
without  previous  notice  or  intimation  to  the  county 
treasurer,   or  any  other  person,   of  gucU    i.itended 
inspection  and  examination,  enter  the  county  treas-

Said  auditor  shall  furnish  such  accountants 
with  a  statement  of  the  exact  amount  of  money, 
property,  bonds,  securities,  assets,  and  effects,  also, 
how  much  belongs  toeach  particular  fund,  andshould 
be  in  the  said  treasury ;  the  said  accountants  shall  cer- 
tify the  exact  amount  of  mone^  in  the  treasury,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  belonging  to  each  particular 
fund,  also,  all  property,  bonds,   securities,    vouch- 
ers, assets, '  an  r  cnects,  as   aforesaid,    in     writing, 
in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  which  certificate  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  books  of  the  treasury,  and  filed  by  the 
treasurer  in  his  office,  and  one  copy  shall  be  recorded 
and    filed     by    the   auditor   of   the    county;    one 
copy  thereof  shall  be  duly  reported  to  tho  probate 
court,  and  bo  entered  of  record  therein,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  furnished  by  tho  probate  judge  for 
publication,  one  week  in  two  newspapers  of  opposite 
polities  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which 
such  examination  is  made  ;  and  the  said  accountants 
80  appointed  and  performing  the  duties  therein  re- 
quired, shall  be  paid  five  dollars  per  day,  for  tho  time

widow  or  widower  in  any  real  property  of  which  the 
deceased  consort,  at  decease,  held  the  fee  simple  in 
reversion  or  remainder,  until  the  termination  of  the 
prior  estate.

Though 
the  term  is  more  commonly  applied  to  money  or  other  perM)nal 
property  than  to  real  estate,  it  ^^acquires  a  popular  cense  which 
Tegai*ds  rather  the  value  of  the  gift,  than  the  elements  real  or 
personal,  of  which  it  may  happen  to  be  composed."    Id.  $  5. 

A  codicil  is  an  addition  to  or  qualillcation  of  one's  laHt  will 
and  testament,  Redfield  on  Wills  287.  The  codicil  is  a  tcstator^s 
addition  annexed  to  and  to  be  taken  as  part  of  the  testa- 
ment, ^*being  for  its  explanation,  or  alteration,  or  to  make 
some  addition  to,  or  else  some  subtraction  from,  the  foi*mer  dis- 
positions of  the  testator,"  2  Bl.

A  residuary  legatee  is  one  to  whom  the  remainder  of  a  tes- 
tator's estate  is  given  after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  legacies, 
etc. 

A  vested  remainder  is  where  a  i)resent  Interest  passes  to  a 
certain  ami  definite  person  to  bo  enjoyed  in/uturo,  and  there 
mut>t  be  a  particular  estate  to  support'it. 

A  contingent  remainder  is  where  tho  estate  in  remainder  is 
limited  either  to  a  dubious  and  uncertain  person  or  upon  the 
happening  of  a  dubious  and  uncertain  event.  A  contingent 
remainder,  if  it  amount  to  a  freehold,  can  not  be  limited  on  an 
estate  for  j^ears  nor  any  estate  less  than  u  freehold.  A  contin- 
gent remainder  niay  bo  defeated  by  the  determination  or  de- 
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8triiction  of  the  particular  estate  before  tlie  contingency  hap- 
pen hi  :  hence,  trustees  are  appointed  to  preserve  such  remainders. 
An  execiUory  devise  is  sucii  a  disposition  of  real  property 
by  wilU  that  no  estate  veeits  thereby  at  the  death  of  the  devisor, 
biit  o.ily  on  a  future  contingency.  It  differs  from  a  remainder 
in  three  material  points,  (1)  it  needs  no  paiticular  estate  to 
support  it;  (2)  a  fee  simple  or  other  less  estate  may  be  limited 
bv  it  after  a  fee  simple;  (S)  a  remainder  may  be  limited,  of  a 
cfi  ittt'l  interest  after  a  particular  estate  for  life  in  the  same 
property.

widower  shall  not  be  entitled  to  both,  unless  it  plainly 
appears  by  the  will  to  have  been  the  intention  that 
the  widow  or  widower  should  have  such  provision  in 
addition  to  the  dower  and  such  distributive  chare.

make  such  investigation,  that  the  provision  made  by 
testator  for  the  widow  or  widower,  in  the  will,  is  more 
valuable  and  better  than  the  provision  by  law,  the 
court  shall  record  upon  its  minute  book  an  entry  that 
such  insane  or  imbecile  widow  or  widower,  by  virtue 
of  the  proceedings  herein  provided,  elects  to  take 
under  the  will  of  the  deceased  consort,  which  elec- 
tion, when  so  entered,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  an  election  made  by  one  not  under  such  dis- 
ability.

CONSTRUCTION   AND  OPERATION.

married  women  or  persons  of  insane  mind  and. mem- 
ory, shall  not  be  concluded  by  any  delay  or  failure  to 
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record  such  will  in  this  state,  until  two  years  after 
their  respective  disabilities  are  removed ;  provided, 
further,  that  no  proceeding  shall  be  had  in  xUitu  Ktate 
to  contest  a  will  executed  and  proved  according  to  the 
law  of  any  state  or  territory  or  the  United  (Stat^-s,  or 
of  any  foreign  country,  relative  to  property  in  this 
state;  but  if  the  said  will  shall  be  set  aside  in  the 
state,  territory  or  country  in  which  it  is  executr(?  nn<l 
proved,  the  same  shall  be  held  of  no  validity  in  thiH 
state  as  to  all  persons  claiming  under  said  will.  Mith 
notice  of  the  same  being  set  aside,  as  aforesaid ;  nntl 
as  to  all  other  persons,  from  the  time  that  an 
authenticated  copy  of  the  final  order  or  decree  setting 
the  same  aside,  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  probate 
judge  of  the  county  in  which  said  will  is  recorded.

This  section  has  reference  to  ipuch  foreif^  wills  as,  when 
made  and  jproved  in  conformity  to  the  forei^  law,  are  by  the 
laws  of  this  state,  valid  to  dispose  of  property  thei'ein  siiunted, 
and  does  not  apply  to  cases  arising  under  former  laws,  of  wills, 
valid  where  made  but  inop^'rativenere  because  not  executed  hi 
conformity  to  our  law.    17  O.  8. 171.

TTie  entire  will  must  be  construed  as  a  whole  and  effect 
given  to  eveiy  part  if  possible,  17  O.  171 ;  25  O.  S.  477,  668;  17  O.

Independent  of  stntuto  there  was  no  power  of  sale,  3  O.  553, 
and  none  existttd  between  1805  and  1808,  8  0. 159.  Sale  mav  be 
had  to  pay  taxes,  8  O.  52;  to  pay  executor's  compensation,  8  O.

pointment, tiie  person  so  appointed  shall  be  guardian 
both  of  the  person  and  estate  of  the  waril ;  and  the 
court  shall  in  every  instance  appoint  a  guardian  both 
of  the  person  and  estate  of  the  ward,  unless  the  inter- 
ests of  the  minor  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  be 
promoted  by  the  appointment  of  separate  guardians, 
as  hereinafter  [hereinbefore]  prescribed.

receive  no  allowance  for  services,  unless  the  court 
shall  enter  upon  its  journal  t  lat  such  delay  was 
necessary  and  reasonable;  provided,  tliat  in  all  cases 
where  the  whole  estate  of  said  ward  or  of  several 
wards  jointly,  under  the  same  appointment  of  guar- 
dianship, shall  not  exceed  two  nundred  dollars  in 
value,  8ai<l  guardian  shall  only  be  required  to  render 
such  account  upon  the  termination  of  said  guardian- 
ship, or  upon  the  order  of  said  court,  made  upon  its 
own  motion  or  the  motion  of  some  person  interested 
in  said  ward  or  wards,  or  in  his,  her  or  their  prop- 
erty, for  good  cause  shown,  and  set  forth  upon  the 
journal  oi  said  court. 

Fourth — At  the  expiration  of  his  trust,  fully  to 
account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  proper  person  all  of 
the  estate  of  his  ward  remaining  in  liis  hands. 

Fifth— To  pay  all  just  debts  due  from  such  ward, 
out  of  the  estate  in  his  hands,  and  collect  all  debts 
due  such  ward,  and  in  case  of  doubtful  debts  to  com- 
pound the  same,  and  appear  for  and  defend,  or  cause 
to  be  defended,  all  such  suits  against  such  ward. 

Sixth — When  anv  ward  has  no  father,  or  having  a 
father  who  is  unable  or  fails  to  educate  such  ward,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  his  guardian  to  provide  for  him 
such  education  as  the  amount  of  his  estate  may  jus- 
tify. 

Seventh— To  loan  or  invest  the  money  of  his  ward 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  he  receives  it,  in  notes 
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or  bonds  secured  by  first  mortgage  on  real  estate  of 
at  least  double  the  value  of  the  money  loaned  or  in- 
vested, exclusive  of  improvements,  timber,  or  min- 
erals subject  to  destruction,  or  exhaustion ;  in  bonds 
of  the  United  States  or  or  of  any  state  on  which  de- 
fault has  never  been  made  in  payment  of  interest,  or 
bonds  of  any  county  or  city  in  this  state  issued  in 
conformity  to  law;  or,  with  the  consent  and  approba- 
tion of  the  probate  court,  in  productive  real  estate 
witliin  this  state,  the  title  to  which  shall  be  taken  in 
the  name  of  the  guardian  as  such;  and  to  manage 
such  investments,  and  when  deemed  proper,  change 
the  same  into  any  other  investments  of  the  above 
classes;  but  no  real  estate  so  purchased  shall  be  sold 
by  the  guardian  except  with  the  consent  and  appro- 
bation of  the  probate  court;  and  if  said  guardian 
fail  to  loan  or  invest  the  money  of  his  ward  within 
such  reasonable  time,  he  shall  account  on  settlement 
for  such  money  and  interest  thereon,  calculated  with 
annual  rests;  and  also  to  settle  and  adjust,  when 
necessary  or  desirable,  the  assets  which  he  may  re- 
ceive in  kind  from  an  executor  or  administrator,  as 
may  be  most  advantageous  to  his  wards.  But  before 
such  settlement  and  adjustment  shall  be  valid  and 
binding,  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  probate  court, 
and  such  approval  entered  on  its  journal;  and  with 
the  like  approval  to  hold  the  assets  as  received  from 
the  executor  or  admininistrator,  or  what  may  be  re- 
ceived in  the  settlement  and  adjustment  of  said 
assets. 

Eighth — To  obey  and  perform  all  the  orders  and 
judgments  of  the  proper  courts  touching  the  guar- 
dianship.

ties interested,  in  the  same  manner  that  exceptions

as  hereinbefore  required,  and  claims  held  under  ad- 
visement ;  of  the  making  of  which  dividend,  and  of 
the  time  and  place  of  payment  thereof,  notice  shall 
be  given  by  advertisement  once,  in  a  newspaper 
published  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in 
which  such  trust  is  being  administered,  and  in  such 
other  way  as  the  court  may  order;  of  the  payment  of 
which  dividends  and  those  remaining  uncalled  for 
and  unpaid  at  that  time,  report  shall  be  made  within 
sixty  days  after  the  day  fixed  for  the  payment  of  the 
same ;  the  court  shall  then  cause  a  new  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  the  unpaid  dividends,  in  such 
way  as  the  court  may  direct ;  and  if  the  same  are  not 
demanded  within  twelve  months  thereafter,  the  same 
shall  be  divided  pro  rato  among  the  other  creditors,  un- 
til they  are  paid  in  full,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  to 
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the  assignor  or  his  legal  representatives.  Tiic  divi- 
dends reserved  for  claims  diiallowed,  or  held  under 
advisement,  when  the  proceedings  to  enforce  their 
allowance  have  been  commenced,  as  to  claims  dis- 
allowed, shall  be  held  until  said  proceedings  have 
terminated,  when  they  shall  bo  paid,  if  the  allowance 
of  the  claim  has  been  ordered,  on  the  same;  other- 
wise they  shall  be  distributed  pro  rota  among  other 
creditors  not  paid  in  full,  or  refunded  to  thcasFignor,

CHAPTER  VI. 

STATISTICS  OF  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS.

The  probate  judge  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  births  and  deaths  reported  to  him,  as  hereinafter 
provided ;  the  births  shall  be  numbered,  recorded, 
and  alphabetically  indexed  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  received,  and  the  record  shall  state,  in  sep- 
arate columns,  the  date  of  making  the  record,  the 
date  and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  sex,  and  color  of 
the  child,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  and  the 
name  of  the  father  of  the  child,  and  the  residence  of 
the  parents,  as  fully  as  the  same  are  reported;  the 
deatns  shall  be  likewise  numbered,  recorded,  and  in- 
dexed, and  the  record  thereof  shall  state  in  separate 
columns,  so  far  as  the  same  is  reported,  the  date  and 
place  of  death,  name  and  surname  of  the  deceased, 
condition  (whether  single,  married,  or  widowed),  age, 
place  of  birth,  occupation,  names  of  parents  (when 
an  infant  without  name),  cause  of  death,  color,  and 
last  place  of  residence  of  such  deceased  person,  and 
the  date  of  making  the  record.    [66  v.  69,  §  1.] 

^  6396.  Baties  of  assessors,  of  physicians  and  mid- 
wives  in  certain  cities,  of  clergymen  and  sextons.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  the  several  townships

annually,  the  foregoing  statistics)  at  the  time  each 
assessor  shall  make  the  assessment  of  his  respective 
township  or  ward  for  the  year  ending  the  last  of 
March,  preceding  each  annual  assessment,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  probate  judge  of  his  county,  at  the 
time  of  his  regular  report. to  the  [county]  auditor;

births  and  deaths,  and  other  information  required  by 
this  chapter,  in  his  township  or  ward,  respectively; 
and  if  any  assessor  in  this  state  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
make  such  report,  or  to  make  and  file  the  aflBdavit 
required  Tdjt  this  title,  the  auditor  of  his  county  shall 
withhold  his  order  until  the  law  has  been  complied 
with,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  probate  judge,  except 
in  counties  containing  cities  of  the  first  class,  having 
a  population  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  and 
over,  in  which  counties  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
physicians  and  professional  mid  wives  to  keep  a  regis- 
try of  the  several  births  in  which  they  have  assisted 
professionally,  which  shall  contain,  as  near  as  the 
same  can  be  ascertained,  the  time  of  such  birth,  sex, 
color  of  the  child,  the  names  and  residence  of  the 
parents ;  and  physicians  w4io  have  attended  deceased 
persons  in  their  last  illness^  clergymen  who  have 
officiated  at  the  funeral,  and  sextons  who  have  buried 
deceased  persons,  shall  keep  a  registry  of  the  name,
